Mcro con- 
dJervative estimates of the 

machines that pascod over the 
highways and turned off ct the lit- 
tle country road that leads to the 
scene of last night’s initiation gave 
the number as probably from 800 to 
1500. ‘ 

Further than this no one knew 
what was happening or why the 
cause. But it was immediately sur: 
mised that the Klan was holding an- 
other initiation ceremony in the 
Richmond hills. This is the second 
time that the organization has chosen 
tue hills back of this city as the 
scene of their initiatory work, and 
the third time they have visited 
here, the third visit being to Point 
‘Richmond. 

Up until nearly midnight observ- 
ers could see huge clouds of white 
smoke rise from the ravine in the 
hills and light flashing in many dif- 
ferent colors.
